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INTRODUCTION

of all committees and officers of the church. The committee having the 
work in charge deserves our thanks, and should not be censured for any 
errors or omissions which may appear. Exrrors are almost sure to occur in a 
large and scattered membership, with frequent changes, especially when those 
changing their residence fail to notify the pastor of their new address. Two 
hundred and ninety-six changes haye been made necessary in preparing the 
copy for the present directory, affording, even with the greatest care, ample 
opportunity for errors. 

Place a copy of the directory where it will be preserved, and where it 
can readily be found at any time. The Street Directory will be found of 
especial yalue. Call on those whom you do not know and by every possi- 
ble means strengthen the bonds of union which unite us as a church, Our 
members, although, with a few exceptions, residing within the city limits, are 
scattered over an area of sixteen square miles, and live on one hundred and 
fifteen different streets. The pastor must pass every other Methodist Church 
in the city to reach some of his families, which materially adds to the work 
incident to pastoral labor, and makes it difficult for him to reach the homes 
of the nace as often as he would like. Make the greater effort therefore 
to meet him al the church, both at the Sunday and mid-week services, The 
Wednesday evening suppers each week afford an excellent opportunity to 
meet each other in a social way and also to greet strangers. They also make 
it possible for these who are employed in the center of the city to come 
directly from their place of business to the church, have tea with their family 
and friends, and after a social half hour, attend the prayer service, without 
the necessity of going a long distance home and returning. 

The loyalty of our people to the church and the. sacrifices which many 
make to aioe Ae attend its services is very gratifying. God has given us, 
with our central location, an opportunit menioassed t x doing a great work; 
and he has placed the responsibility of maintaining a strong and aggressive 
church in the heart of our city upon our shoulders. 

Remember that the pastor A on you to keep him informed concern- 
ing those who are sick, any new Methodist families coming to your neighbor- 
hood, and all special cases where he may be of help. Cards for this purpose 
are always in the pews, and may be placed on the collection plate at the 
Sunday services or sent through the mail. 

Above all, by faith, prayer and personal effort, strive to make First Church 
a mighty power for good throughout our city,

HISTORY. 





The first Methodist sermon preached in Syracuse was by 
the Rev. EB. L. North in 1823. In 1824 the Rev. Mr. Luce 
organized a Methodist society of nine members here. This 
was the beginning of the “ First Church,” 


The lot where the church stands was secured in 1833 as 
a gift from “The Syracuse Company.” 


In 1835 a subscription of $3,000 was raised for building 
a brick church, and on Feb. 8, 1837, the house, though un- 
finished, was dedicated by the Rey. George Peck. The edifice, 
when completed, cost about $12,000. 


A few years since, lots adjoming the church, on Jeffer- 
son street, were secured, and in September, 1809, the new 
Sunday School Chapel was begun. It was completed and 
opened for use in April, 1900. Its cost, including fur- 
hiture, was about $24,000, of which amount the Woman's 
Association raised and paid the entire expense of furnishing, 
which was a little more than $2,000. In May, 1903, the old 
auditorium was torn down and work begun on a new struc- 
ture. ‘The corner stone was laid July 30, of the same year, 
The auditorium was formally dedicated on Sunday, Oct. 2, 
1904, when the entire cost of the completed property, aggre- 
gating $125,000, was provided for, with the exception of 
$22,000. 


The new and beautiful stone church is the finest church 
edifice in Syracuse, and stands as a monument to the wisdom 
and untiring energies of Dr. C. N. Sims, seconded by a loyal 
officiary and church. The extreme dimensions of the church 
and chapel are 180 by 75 feet, with a commanding tower over 
the main entrance 124 feet high, surmounted with the cross. 
Its strategic location in the triangle bounded by South State, 
Fast Onondaga and East Jefferson Streets, with the new 
Court House directly opposite on one side, the new Carnegie 
Libraty on another and Fayette Park on the third, with the 
principal hotels and other public buildings near by, affords 
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opportunities for aggressive work which the church will not 
be slow to improve. 

The Chapel, which is 66 by 65 feet, accommodates with 
jts three stories the Sunday School, with parlors and dining 
room for social gatherings in the basement. The basement 
under he main auditorium will afford when completed ample 
facilities for several institutional features, which will be of 
great value.

The First Church during the 80 years of its history has 
always been characterized by unity and good fellowship 
among its members. Since its organization fourteen other 
Methodist churches have been established in different parts 
of the city, which now have a membership of 3,415. Not- 
withstanding this fact, the First Church has steadily gained 
in strength, reporting at the last Conference a membership of 
661, making the total membership for the city 4,136, the 
largest of any Protestant communion. Methodism also has 
in Syracuse a Sunday School membership of 4,150, an Ep- 
worth League enrollment of 1,030, and church property valued 
at $406,800. 

There is steady and healthy growth on all sides, to which 
the University, with its constantly increasing student body 
and faculty has contributed in no small degree, as have also 
the Methodist families attracted to Syracuse by its educa- 
tional advantages.
